A slew of meetings have been scheduled 
to discuss continued ambulance operations 
in Crawford County. 

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners scheduled a meeting for 
2:30 p.m. on Thursday, Jan. 5, to discuss 
ambulance operations with township and 
City of Grayling officials. The board also 
scheduled a public hearing for 10 a.m. on 
Wednesday, Feb. 15, to gather input from 
citizens on ambulance operations. 

Scheduling the meetings was prompted 
by the Grayling Charter Township’s Board 
agreement to entering into a memorandum 
of understanding with the Frederic 
Township Fire Department to provide 
ambulance services for township residents. 
The agreement would allow the Frederic 
Township and Fire EMS to bill the health 
insurance of the patient for a 911 call, said 
Frederic Township Fire Department Chief 
Doug Pratt. In addition, the township would 
offer a $49 membership fee to Grayling 
Charter Township residents for ambulance 
services. The membership fee would cover 
emergency calls and inner facility transfers 
from the hospital to the patient’s home, a 
nursing home or another hospital. 

More discussion on the proposal will 
take place at the Grayling Charter 
Township Board’s meeting at 10 a.m. on 
Wednesday, Dec. 21. 

“The intention of the Grayling Charter 
Township Board, in addition to extending 
opportunity to an area municipality, is to 
provide better service and choices to our 
residents,” said Grayling Charter Township 
Supervisor Rick Harland. 

In 2007, the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners adopted a memorandum of 
understanding in order to provide viable 
ambulance service in the county. Mobile

“For the last several

my, people can’t afford the 
Internet at home. They’re 
going to the library for help 
with doing resumes and job 
searches.” 

When the deal to transfer 
the school, which was last 
used in 2000, came together, 
it made it possible for the 
library to relocate. The 
township wants to sell the 
property where the current 
library is located. 

Three classrooms in the 
southwest side of the school 
building will be renovated 
into space for the new 
library. 

Additional shelving will 
be purchased, more comput- 
ers will be added and the 
selection of books will be 
expanded. 

“It’s just going to be a

Man faces up to

A 46-year-old) South 
Branch Township man faces 
up to life in prison after he 
was convicted by a jury last 
week.

Kirk Wakefield said that in 
the carly morning hours, a 
47-year-old South Branch 
woman was forcibly held 
by Parker against her will 
and was repeatedly sexually 
assaulted in her residence. 
The woman eventually 
escaped from Parker and 
fled into a wooded area near 
her home where she wan- 
dered for several hours 
before coming to the resi- 
dence of a local man who 
called for help. 

Parker was arrested in 
Detroit four days later by 
the Detroit Michigan State 
Police Fugitive Team, 
Michigan State Police 
Technical Services and 
United States Marshal’s 
Office.

Discussions over ambulance 
services continue to boil 


Continued from Page 1 
Medical Response (MMR), 
the Saginaw based ambu- 
lance service the county has 
contracted with since 2000, 
and North Flight, an ambu- 
lance service owned by 
Munson Hospital, 

The agreement was estab- 
lished because both ambu- 
lance organizations were 
losing money when federal 
reimbursement rates for 
ambulance transfers were 
decreased. North Flight 
asked the county for a sub- 
sidy to cover its loses. 

North Flight, which used 
to operate out of the 
Grayling Industrial Park, no 
longer has ambulances in 
Crawford County. 

Over the summer, — the 
Frederic ‘Township EMS 
Service became Advanced 
Life Support (ALS) accred- 
ited, which is the highest 
accreditation an ambulance 
service can achieve. The 
township was able to finally 
achieve the accreditation 
when the former township 
offices were converted into 
living quarters for EMS 
staff. That allows quicker 
response times and first 
responders to provide life 
saving measures {o patients 
as they are transported to the 
hospital, 

The Frederic ‘Township 
Fire and EMS Service is 
supported by a _ millage 
levied in its service area, 
which includes Frederic and 
Maple Forest Townships. It 
also covers Lovells 
Township. 

Pratt said that the City of 
Grayling and Beaver Creek 
Township are other munici- 
palities in Crawford County 
that do have a millage for 
EMS services. He plans on 
approaching officials from 
both municipatities with the 
same proposals offered to 
Grayling Charter Township. 

MMR has stations in the 
City of Grayling and Beaver 
Creek Township. 


Crawford County 
Commissioners have con- 
cerns of keeping a viable 
ambulance service available 
to the public if local entities 
enter to their own agree- 
ments. Splitting the volume 
of emergency ambulance 
runs and inner-facility trans- 
fers could create a situation 
where one ambulance could 
not sustain operations. 

“} think we have to live 
and die with that contract 
{hat we have or we shred that 
document,” said Rick 
Anderson, vice chairman of 
the Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners. 

Crawford County 
Administrator Paul Compo 
said dispatching ambulances 
is another issue that needs to 
be addressed. First, the 
county has an exclusive 
agreement to dispatch for 
MMR. In addition, calls that 
require added medical infor- 
mation can be transferred to 
an emergency dispatch cen- 
ter in Saginaw, which is 
operated by MMR, to pro- 


vide proper pre-hospital 
care, 
Pratt said the Frederic 


Township Fire Department 
EMS has a staff member that 
is accredited to provide pre- 
hospital dispatch informa- 
tion such as when a person 
is in full cardiac arrest or a 
woman is delivering a baby 
in an emergency. 

Pratt noted that Frederic 
Township has utilized coun- 
ty dispatchers since its 
inception in 1972, 

“If its good enough for 
Frederic, Maple Forest and 
Lovells ‘Townships, why is 
all the sudden not good 
enough for Grayling Charter 
Township and the rest of the 
county?” Pratt asked the 
county board. 

Dave Stephenson, chair- 
man of the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners, 
said the county board needs 
to take all citizens in the 
county into consideration
